G rand 
Canyon 
Village, 
G rand 
Canyon N ational Park.— From Des­ 
ert V iew the South R:m leads to 
G rand C anyon Village, the center of 
activities on the South Rim. 
Along 
this stretch of road are many places 
where one can drive to points over­ 
looking the Canyon. 
There is the 
W ayside M useum , located by an old 
Indian 
Village ruins, which 
have 
been partially excavated allowing a 
visitor to gain an idea of the build­ 
ing plan. 
In the museum building 
are exhibits show ing the history of 
man and in particular the history of 
vanished Indian tribes that lived on 
the 
extensive 
Colorado 
Plateau. 
T here is also a model of w hat is 
thought to have been the extent, 
size and shape of the Indian ruins 
just beyond tKc museum building. 
Travelers arc interested in an exhibit 
such as this for m any hundreds visit 
it each day. 


Gliding down the long gentle 
slope into the Village of G rand 
Canyon one encounters a shock­ 
ing surprise, for it reminds of 
the back door industrial section 
of a small city. 
T h at such a 
condition exists in a N ational 
Park is distressing, for here is a 
commercial developm ent th at is 
an ugly spot in a beautiful sur­ 
rounding 
and decidedly 
con­ 
trary to the spirit of N ational 
Park developm ent. But the C an­ 
yon is still there and one does, 
while 
walking along the rim 
trail, leave behind the sight of 
this 
industrial 
section. 
H ow ­ 
ever, the noise of industrial ac­ 
tivity is a constant intrusion; lo­ 
com otive 
whistles, 
locomotive 
bells clanging, the shunting of 
railroad cars, both passenger and 
freight, a noisy planing shop, 
and an industrial whistle that 
sounds like the blast from a fog 
horn. 
I had been told that the 
N orth Side is m uch more pleas­ 
ant than the South Rim, and it 
is very easy now to understand 
why. 
W e 
were 
prepared 
to 
stay tw o weeks on the South 
Rim, but left as soon as possible 
after m aking a 
study of the 
G rand Canyon from that side. 


T he main museum is located on a 
prom inent point several miles from 
the Village. 
H ere is shown in pic­ 
tures and museum exhibits the geo­ 
logical history of the G rand Canyon 
and surrounding area. On the porch 
overlooking the Canyon is a scries of 
binoculars trained on points ot inter­ 
est, including a view of the Colorado 
river. 
M ost visitors seem to be ener­ 
getically directing their attention to 
a view of the river: the canyon seems 
to mean little as compared to the 
main agency w hich dug it. 
T h is at­ 
tention to the river seems a curious 
thing and rather difficult- to explain. 
M ost persons seem to be disappoint­ 
ed in the Colorado river and some 
are 
skeptical 
th a t 
such a small 
stream could do so much w ork, but 
the Colorado river becomes a mighty 
instrum ent of w ork when viewed at 
close range. 
V isitors see it at a dis­ 
tance of a mile and do not make al­ 
lowances for this in judging th e riv­ 
er's size and power. 


T he 
Colorado 
plateau 
is a 
flat-dom ed 
feature 
with 
the 
canyon located just south of the 
top, which has brought about a 
difference in the carving of the 
tributary canyons. 
W ater fall­ 
ing on the South Rim drains 
aw ay from the canyon, but wa­ 
ter falling on the N orth Rim 
drains into the canyon, cutting 
deep and extensive side canyons— 
which add m uch to the beauty 
of the G rand Canyon. T h e great 
side canyons of the N orth Rim 
cannot be appreciated there as 
it is impossible to get a good 
view 
ot 
them 
but from the 
South Rim their extensiveness 
and beauty may be clearly seen. 


California owes m uch to th e Col­ 
orado river, and strangely, possibly 
even unfairly, it makes no m ajor con­ 
tribution to the Colorado river, as 
its drainage area into the Colorado 
river is less than insignificant. 
But 
the Colorado river, on the other

Mr. Q uackenbush, who has 
charge of th e local Indian reservation, 
h as had Indians at work during th e 
sum m er building a new road to th e 
m esas, and it w ill be com pleted before 
th e opening of th e season. 


T he n ew road across th e canyon 
w ill serve a double purpose, for a rock- 
fill barrier for th e roadbed is being 
throw n across th e stream , form ing a 
dam and a lake about 200 yards long 
by 100 yards wide. 
The lak e bed is 
b ein g cleared of boulders, which are 
being used to build the dam . 
d a tes 
are also being in stalled w hich can he 
opened 
during 
flood 
periods. 
T he 
creek w ill con stantly flow through th e 
lak e, thus m aking it a fine sw im m ing 
pool of fresh, pure water. 


A ndreas Canyon, therefore, will be 
on e of th e m ost popular p icn ic places 
hereabouts in th e future. 
H eretofore 
th e m esas have on ly been accessib le 1 
to hikers and horseback riders. W ith : 
th e com pletion of the road, parking 
sp aces for m any cars w ill also 
be ■ 
cleared of boulders and underbrush. 


Hundreds of th e m ost beautiful na­ 
tiv e palm s to be found in any d e s e il 
canyon are on th e A ndreas 
Canyon 
m esas, and th ese are a m ost alluring 
settin g for tourists and p icn ic parties. 
K eeping Palm and A ndreas canyons 
open to visitors throughout the sum ­ 
m er has proven profitable to the In­ 
dians,

of the national income section in the 
Division of Economic R esearch of the 
Com m erce D epartm ent. 
The increase 
of nearly $9.000,000,000, or 16 percent, 
was th e largest, both absolutely and 
relatively, for any year of the recovery 
period. 
The net value of all goods 
and services produced in the N ation 
in 1936 w'as nearly $25,000.000.000, or 
about 60 percent above th e low point 
of the depression recorded in 1932. 
It was still one-fifth below' the 1929 
level. 
Each of the m ajor industrial divis­ 
ions contributed to the enlarged nat­ 
ional output iu 1936. with m anufac­ 
turing, trade, and agriculture account­ 
ing for m ore than half of the total 
gain.

to 1936.

It 
has been recorded th a t the U nited 
S tates average citizen budgets neces­ 
sities. savings, and luxuries in the 
'o rd e r nam ed. 
In the first blush of 


recovery the m ajority took care of

2 years ago. w hile luxuries 
aw aited the third quarter. 
At a conference of the A m erican 
R etail Federation W'hich took plac*1 re­ 
cently in W ashington retail executives 
from all over th e country w ere una­ 
nimous in th eir optim istic outlooks 
and reported business running ahead 
of last year. 
An executive of the Dry 
Goods A ssociation com m ented, “Pros­ 
pects for fall business appear bright." 
A president of a shoe company re­ 
ported, "Shoe retailers are optim istic 
over the outlook for the shoe business 
during the sum m er m onths."

(Continued from First Page) 
hand, has transported much of the 
'material from Grand Canyon into 
the Imperial Valley section to form 
its rich farming soil: and now the 
Metropolitan Water District it tak' 
ing water from the Colorado River 
;to fill a much needed and vital de­ 
mand in Southern California: the 
new All-American canal will bring 
Colorado river irrigation water into 
the Imperial Valley and into the 
Coachella Valley. The Colorado 
river is vital, and will become more 
so, to the welfare of Southern Cali­ 
fornia as population increases. 
I was greatly interested in the 
comments made concerning the 
deposition of silt in Mead Lake 
back of Boulder Dam. Esti­ 
mates as to the length of time 
it will take to fill Mead Lake 
with mud varies from 150 to 
500 years. On the other hand, 
I heard no complaint or criti­ 
cism concerning the Boulder 
Dam project as everyone seemed 
to feel it is a necessary work 
and will prove a paying invest­ 
ment, 


NEW STATE LAWS 
FOR TRAILERITES 
, Trailerites who have been in the 
habit of pulling over to the side of the 
road and camping at the end of a 
day’s journey will have to select an­ 
other site in California. 
A new law passed by the 1937 Leg­ 
islature prohibits overnight parking 
within 30 feet of the traveled portion 
of highways in unincorporated areas 
of the state, advises the legal depart­ 
ment of the Automobile Club of South­ 
ern California. 
Enforcement of the law has been 
¡delegated to the California highway 
I patrol. 
Better camping facilities for trailer 
vacationists are provided in the m eas­ 
ure which gives the state regulatory 
powers over trailer camps in unincor­ 
porated areas. Operators must now 
obtain a permit from the division of 
immigration and housing of the De­ 
partment of Industrial Relations. I p­ 
on receipt of an application fee of $25 
the state Inspects the trailer camp and 
issues a permit after 10 days if con­ 
ditions are approved. 
New regulations specify that state 
approved parks must have a caretaker 
and must be graded, drained and clean. 
A minimum space of 20x25 feet roust 
be provided for each camp site, and 
an adequate supply of clean water and 
ample sanitary conveniences must be 
available.
